tain them, the bargaining, the logrolling, tbe 
lobbying, baying, selling and all the appliance* 
of stiidlid corruption, that go to make up the 
syntntn, they would recoil from the right with 
ebarae and honor, and with a determination no 
longer to submit to such raonatrotu iniquity.
